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Verdict On The Eleven 
Cuts Through Phraseology 
“Nobody doubts.” said U. S. Judge Learned Hand, 
“that when the leader of a mob already ripe for riot 
gives the word to start, his utterance is not protected 
by the (First or ‘free speech’) amendment." 
This verdict, the unanimous opinion of three 
Court of AppeaLs judges, reaffirms the guilt for the 
eleven Communist Party members who had been 
arraigned for conspiracy to overthrow the government 
by force. The U. S. reds, having lost out twice, may 
now appeal their case to the Supreme Court. They 
are almost certain to do so. 
What the appellate court has done is cut through 
the murk of phraseology raised by attorneys for the 
communists during the course of the celebrated trial 
before Judge Harold R. Medina in New York last year. 
Bv every sort of harassment and devious line of 
action the attorneys tried to keep the court in disorder 
and tempt Judge Medina into committing a judicial 
error of some sort. Meanwhile they were hammering 
away at the line that the Smith Act—the law under 
which they were eventually convicted and sentenced— 
was unconstitutional. 
.The lengths to which the defense went and the 
Irrelevant arguments they brought into play were too 
numerous for repetition here. The appeals court has 
upheld Judge Medina and decided that tl> the Smith 
Act' is entirely valid, and <2> sufficient evidence was 
presented by the government attorneys to justify the 
verdict of guilt. 
To decide whether the actions of the communist 
defendants came within or fell outside the zone of 
protection granted by the First Amendment, the judges 
made an exhaustive analysis of American court de­ 
cisions having to do with freedom of speech. In the 
eyes of the court “what these men taught and advo­ 
cated is outside the zone.” 
It is typical of the twisted morality of the com­ 
munist mind that the Daily Worker should dub this 
reasoned opinion a “war ruling.” How topsy turvy 
can thinking get? 


The Other Driver 
“Why doesn't he learn to drive?’’ At this very 
instant some motorist is probably muttering that 
question under his breath as he recovers his course 
and equilibrium after barely getting his car out of a 
tight spot caused by the unpredicted antics of another 
driver. What this irate motorist almost never realizes 
is that the other driver doubtless is muttering the 
same question. 
The automobile driver, described in general, has 
the terrible fault of expecting others to drive as he 
drives. He thinks that the “rules of the road” mean 
to others the same things they mean to him. But 
consider people outside of their automobiles, walking 
along a fairly busy street: Some walk slowly, some 
fast: some proceed in a straight, business-like line, 
others casually from shop to shop; some chatter 
amiably with companions, others go silently, intent 
on their surroundings. There are endless other devia­ 
tions in the way people walk along a city street. 
When these people drive cars, they also drive by 
different habits. Some want to go fast, some slow: 
some want to see what they pass, others only to get 
from one place of another: some make shrewd calcu­ 
lations of their chances and slide swiftly from one 
opening to another, while others are content to have 
their pace slowed for many miles rather than attempt 
a hurried pass. Different people have different ideas 
about how a car ought to be driven. This is the 
thing that so many drivers fail to take into consider­ 
ation; they^try to figure out what the other fellow 
is going to do on the basis of what they would do. 
All too often this reasoning is wrong, and the result 
is a tight spot, perhaps an accident. 
The next time you find yourself chafing at the 
behavior of another driver, pause long enough to 
remember that his way to drive may be different from 
yours, yet possibly just as good. Thus may improve 
your prospect for a ripe old age. 


Put On Another Record 
Can the Russians possibly be so simple-minded as 
to believe what they keep on saying about Americans? 
In public statements as well as in the deliberations of 
the Security Council they speak of the United States 
as the aggressor in Korea. This notwithstanding the 
fact that when the war started this country had 
only a corporal’s guard stationed in the republic and 
even now has infinitely fewer troops than the govern­ 
ment at which the supposed attack is aimed. No 
aggressor in history has ever embarked on an adven­ 
ture under such unfavorable conditions. 
Another loudly proclaimed Soviet theory is to the 
effect that the United States seeks permanent posses­ 
sion of Korea for itself. That statement is even sillier 
than the other. To men of even limited intelligence it 
must be clear that there is nothing in Korea that this 
country wants or could use. To own it would be 
merely to acquire another headache and to complicate 
still further our international situation. 
It is useless to expect the Russians, in and out of 
the council, to end this defamation of the United 
States. But, because the world is sick and tired of the 
tune they have been playing, one may at least suggest 
that they put on another record.

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Bites and Stings 
OSQUITOES and gnats in­ 
ject an irritating fluid u n ­ 
der the skin ju st prior to 
sucking th e blood. It Is be­ 
lieved th a t the swelling and itching 
th a t follow are due to allergy to 
this 
substance. 
Individuals 
who 
claim to be im m une to insect bites 
probably art* not sensitive and are 
unaw are of being molested because 
a reaction does not occur. 
Bees and wasps cause even more 
severe sym ptom s. Occasionally the 
effect is alarm ing, especially when 
it occurs in the aged. T he sam e can 
be said when a bee stings a person 
who 
is 
highly 
sensitive 
to 
the 
venom. In the last lew years several 
lives have been saved by recognizing 
the allergic aspect and treating the 
condition accordingly.. A drenalin is 
still 
used 
when 
quick 
action 
is 
needed but for mild bites applica­ 
tion of a salve containing one of the 
anti-histam inics is sufficient. This 
controls itching and shortly th ere­ 
after swelling subsides. The sting of 
a bee or wasp on the front of the 
eye also causes sftious dam age. This 
produces a violent inflam m ation but 
if the stinger is removed prom pt 
recovery usually takes place. O th er­ 
wise redness and swelling of the 
eye becomes m ore severe and occa­ 
sionally produces scarring. 


Ant. caterpillar, beetle and spider 
bites are far from harm less. The 
black widow spider is the most no­ 
torious and has caused death m 
children. Adults usually survive but 
are definitely ill and excruciating 
pain is noted a t the site of attack. 
T hese creatures are more prevalent 
in the south and are found gener­ 
ally in dark corners and closets. 
About 10 or 15 m inutes after the nip 
a burning sensation develops over 
th e involved area th a t spreads grad ­ 
ually throughout the whole body. 
T his is associated with abdom inal 
pain and severe cram ps in the arm s, 
legs, and back. Most of the victim s 
become weak, restless, and occasion­ 
ally 
hysterical 
from 
fear. 
H ead­ 
ache, nausea, and vom iting add to 
the discom fort. Symptom s gradually 
subside after the body neutralizes 
the poisonous venom. In the past 
very little could be done except to 
apply an ice bag, or to use drugs 
th a t 
ease 
pain 
or 
relax 
muscle 
spasm . Nowadays calcium gluconate 
is used and. according to some re ­ 
ports. im m ediate relief was obtain­ 
ed after giving a 10 per cent solu­ 
tion intravenously.

The scorpion is a th rea t only in 
the dry clim ate of the southw est. 
T his anthropod resem bles a lobster 
or craw fish and some varieties in ­ 
ject a lethal venom when m olested 
or surprised. 
An effective rabbit 
anti-scorpion serum is available but 
it is so difficult to m ake th a t it is 
rarely used. In Arizona m ast physi­ 
cians rely upon ice bags and tourni­ 
quets to hold the venom in the b it­ 
ten area. The tourniquet, for ex­ 
am ple, is removed after five m inutes 
but th e h an d or foot is kept in ice 
w ater for two hours. Sedatives in ­ 
duce relaxation and prevent con­ 
vulsions but should be adm inistered 
prom ptly to be effective.

“Increase in the national incom e" 
is an alluring phrase and, if u n ­ 
derstood, a justified one. B ut ac­ 
curate 
understanding 
should 
see 
th a t the increase can come about in 
two ways. One is increase of real 
income, of true w ealth—th a t is, in ­ 
crease in 
the quantity of goods 
produced and available to the people 
to m ake use of. T he other is, in ­ 
crease taking place through m ark ­ 
ing up of figures. T he two ways 
overlap and interm ingle, but need 
to be exam ined separately. 
Real increase of national income, 
acUial increase of goods, goes on a t 
all times. It is brought about by 
new inventions and improved pro­ 
cesses in industry. An exam ple is 


increase of farm crops—th a t is, of 
food—brought about by advances in 
farm ing. These include breeding of 
better stock, more scientific use of 
fertilizers, 
developm ent of 
better 
seeds, and substitution of m echan­ 
ical power for horsepower. C orres­ 
ponding increases in real national 
income have come about through 
im provem ents in practically all in ­ 
dustries. 
Statistical Increase 
The sum of these increases in 
the production of goods account for 
a large p art of the $100,000,000,000 
increase in annual national income 
th at has taken place during the 
past ten years. B ut m uch of the 
$100,000,000,000 increase h as come 
about in a different way. 
T he o th er way of increasing n a ­ 
tional income takes place not in the 
world of work and production, but 
in the world of statistics; it is a 
m arking up of figures. This has 
gone on in a large way during the 
past ten years, especially during th e 
p ast five. Beginning in early 1946 
there have been four rounds of in ­ 
creases in wage rates. These have 
not been increases in quantity of 
goods produced. Along w ith the in ­ 
creases in wage rates have gone in ­ 
creases in prices of goods, w hich of 
course were not increases in the 
production of goods. 
These statistical increases in th e 
national income have been m uch 
relied upon by the A dm inistration, 
and have been promoted by it. Be­ 
ginning in 1945 President T rum an 
form ally advocated raises in wage 
rates. The raise in wage rates re-

W estern W orld would perm it an 
arm ed citizen to build up an arsenal 
and constantly terrorize his neigh­ 
bors. He would be locked up. 
In this m odern day, nations have 
become like people, and m ust be 
dealt w ith accordingly. 
T h a t is why dollars today are not 
as im portant as ideas. T h at is why 
arm ed m obilization m ust be accom ­ 
panied by m oral m obilization, and 
m ost im portant of all why we can ­ 
not influence the world—or our­ 
selves — w ithout giving m ankind 
hope.

W ASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—If the

or dollars th a t would not be enthus­

Such 
assurance 
can’t be given, but w hat is the plan 
if large-scale war doesn’t break out 
for years? 
T he big problem now for President 
T rum an and his advisers is hom e- 
front m orale. Young men who did 
th eir bit and m ore in World W ar II 
are being asked to give up their jobs 
and detach them selves from their 
fam ilies—an d m any of these men 
now have responsibilities th e y 'd id 
not have when they went to war 
before. 
A long-range program of assur­ 
ance th a t the reserves now being 
called up will be replaced in a year 
or thereabouts is absolutely essen­ 
tial. The reserves being called now 
for the Army, the Navy, the M a­ 
rines, and the Air Force will go 
away to service w ith m ore en th u s­ 
iasm and m uch less anxiety if they 
can be told th a t there is a plan to 
replace them and let them go back 
to w o rk -in the event th a t large- 
scale w ar doesn’t break out in a 
year. 
Military Training Proposed 
If Russia doesn’t m ake another 
move like th a t in Korea and holds 
off fu rth er aggression, then it would 
not be fair to keep those Am erican 
reservists In uniform doing police 
duty in various parts of the globe. 
W hat is clearly indicated is the 
need for a system of universal m ili­ 
tary training to be authorized a t 
once and a wider and wider appli­ 
cation of the d raft, together w ith 
m ore and m ore officers’ training 
camps. Such a plan should be o r­ 
ganized now so as to give some 
degree of assurance to the reserv­ 
ists th a t they will not rem ain in 
uniform indefinitely during a period 
of several years of tension in which 
hostilities do not occur. 
Every day th a t passes seems to 
prove th a t the present period is u n ­ 
like any other in the past. For while 
there is a readiness to m eet sudden 
war. there is also the possibility 
th a t no large-scale w ar m ay break 
out a t all. Preparation 
for either 
contingency m ust be the sam e so 
as to prevent War. 
The assum ption in the K orean 
affair has been th a t Russia wanted 
to test out Am erica’s determ ination 
to resist. 
If this is so. then the 
young m en who have died and those 
who are m aking heroic sacrifices 
every day in Korea are perform ing 
a service for the rest of th e Am er­ 
ican people which has not yet been 
pointedly explained or fully appre­ 


ciated. Those soldiers in K orea who 
wonder why they are there should 
be told th a t they are preventing a

The Press and the Courts 
T 


I HE PRESS has come in for its 
share of criticism 
in 
recent 
years, principally by those who 
_ would in some m anner lim it its 
freedom s in the interests of a p a r­ 
ticular group. 
Recently, Judge Sim on H. Rit- 
kind of New York has come up w ith 
w hat those who apparently prefer 
sta r cham ber proceedings call “tria l 
by new spaper." T he particular a n ­ 
noyance of m ost of these critics is 
th a t the new spapers in New York 
gave such w idespread publicity to 
th e first Hiss trial th a t w hat, at, 
the beginning, looked like a typical 
‘W ashington push-over, led to an 
actual conviction in the second Hiss* 
trial. The judges did not like th e 
rough handling the court got from 
reporters, some of whom have h ad 
longer and m ore profound exper­ 
ience in the courts th an some of 
the judges. 
Held out by Judge R ifkind and 
others is the system in vogue in 
England where a case m ay not be 
discussed while it is 011 trial. 


Granted 
that 
the 
Jtritish 
standard of judicial perform­ 
ance is high, British judges are 
all 
appointed 
practically 
for 
life. They do not have to go to 
politicians for the favor of a 
nomination or a renomination. 
They do not have to contribute 
to party funds in their own 
name or that of their fathers- 
in-law*. Even federal judges, who 
in this country are also appoint­ 
ed for a tenure of good behav­ 
ior, usually have to have the 
endorsement 
or friendship of 
some party boss or great fig­ 
ure. A few* outstanding person­ 
alities can 
by-pass the 
poli­ 
tician, but they are very few. 


W hat keeps some judges — too 
m any of them — 111 line is fear of 
the press. U nfortunately, in large 
cities, the courts cannot be ade­ 
quately covered; they are too num - 


suited in increased costs of pro­ 
ducing m anufactured goods, usually 
and naturally followed by increased 
prices of such goods. These in ­ 
creased 
prices 
of 
m anufactured 
goods were used by th e A dm inistra­ 
tion as justification for raising the 
official prices a t which it supported 
farm crops.

The two statistical increases in 
national income composed a spiral 
m echanism . Increases in wage rates, 
followed by increases in prices of 
m anufactured goods, was the basis 
of increases brought about by the 
governm ent in prices of farm crops, 
of food. In turn, the governm ent- 
ally caused increases in the prices 
of food became the basis of de­ 
m ands by labor unions and leaders 
for increased wage rates. The sta-

They 
are no dependent upon judges but 
upon their readers. T heir obligation 
is not to politicians but to th e pub­ 
lic. 


A judge, or a lawyer, or a 
witness is just 
like 
anybody 
else. If he makes news, good or 
had, he gets his name in the 
paper and sometimes a picture/ 
Maybe some of these rarified 
souls would prefer that news­ 
papers publish nothing but their 
obituary notices, carefully edit­ 
ed so that their grandchildren 
may refer to them with pride. 
Life is not like that. 


T he best thing to do is to let 
th e press alone. W hen the news­ 
papers anger public opinion, they 
h ear from th e readers. And th a t is 
one voice th a t is never ignored. O ur 
courts are not so perfect nor our 
judges so noble th a t this country 
can afford to suppress the free pub­

o s q u i t o e s and gnats in­ 
ject an irritating fluid un­ 
der the skin just prior to 
sucking the blood. It is be­ 
lieved that the swelling and itching 
that follow are due to allergy to 
this

Individuals

claim to be immune to Insect bites 
probably are not sensitive and are 
unaware of being molested because 
a reaction does not occur. 
Bees and wasps cause even more 
severe symptoms. Occasionally the 
effect is alarming, especially when 
it occurs in the aged. The same can 
be said when a bee stings a person 
who 
is 
highly sensitive to the 
venom. In the last few years several 
lives have been saved by recognizing 
the allergic aspect and treating the 
condition accordingly.. Adrenalin is 
still used when quick action is 
needed but for mild bites applica­ 
tion of a salve containing one of the 
anti-histaminics is sufficient. This 
controls itching and shortly there­ 
after swelling subsides. The sting of 
a bee or wasp on the front of the 
eye also causes serious damage. This 
produces a violent inflammation but 
if the stinger is removed prompt 
recovery usually takes place. Other­ 
wise redness and swelling of the 
eye becomes more severe and occa­ 
sionally produces scarring. 


■s." said U. S. Judge Learned Hand, 
that when the leader of a mob already ripe for riot 
gives the word to start, his utterance is not protected 
bv the (First or ‘free speech’) amendment.’’ 
This verdict, the unanimous opinion of three 
Court of Appeals judges, reaffirms the guilt for the 
eleven Communist Party members who had been 
arraigned for conspiracy to overthrow’ the government 
by force. The U. S. reds, having lost out twice, may 
now appeal their case to the Supreme Court. They 
are almost certain to do so. 
What the appellate court has done is cut through 
the murk of phraseology raised by attorneys for the 
communists during the course of the celebrated trial 
before Judge Harold R. Medina in New York last year. 
Bv every sort of harassment and devious line of 
action the attorneys tried to keep the court in disorder 
and tempt Judge Medina into committing a judicial 
error of some sort. Meanwhile they were hammering 
away at the line that the Smith Act—the law under 
which they were eventually convicted and sentenced— 
was unconstitutional. 
.The lengths to which the defense went and the 
irrelevant arguments they brought into play were too 
numerous for repetition here. The appeals court has 
upheld Judge Medina and decided that (I) the Smith 
Act is entirely valid, and <2> sufficient evidence was 
presented by the government attorneys to justify the 
verdict of guilt. 
To decide whether the actions of the communist 
defendants came within or fell outside the zone of 
protection granted by the First Amendment, the judges 
made an exhaustive analysis of American court de­ 
cisions having to do with freedom of speech. In the 
eyes of the court “what these men taught and advo­ 
cated is outside the zone.” 
It is typical of the twisted morality of the com­ 
munist mind that the Daily Worker should dub this 
reasoned opinion a “war ruling.’* How topsv turvy 
can thinking get? 


A L S O B A C A L L ATOMIC WEAPONS 
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Ant. caterpillar, beetle and spider 
bites are far from harmless. The 
black widow spider is the most no­ 
torious and has caused death in 
children. Adults usually survive but 
are definitely ill and excruciating* 
pain is noted at the site of attack. 
These creatures are more prevalent 
in the south and are found gener­ 
ally in dark corners and closets. 
About IO or 15 minutes after the nip 
a burning sensation develops over 
the involved area that spreads grad­ 
ually throughout the whole body. 
This is associated with abdominal 
pain and severe cramps in the arms, 
legs, and back. Most of the victims 
become weak. restless, and occasion­ 
ally hysterical from fear. Head­ 
ache. nausea, and vomiting add to 
the discomfort. Symptoms gradually 
subside after the body neutralizes 
the poisonous venom. In the past 
very little could be done except to 
apply an ice bag, or to use drugs 
that ease pain or relax muscle 
spasm. Nowadays calcium gluconate 
is used and. according to some re­ 
ports. immediate relief was obtain­ 
ed after giving a IO per cent solu­ 
tion intravenously. 


The Other Driver 
“Why doesn't he learn to drive?” At thus very 
instant some motorist is probably muttering that 
question under his breath as he recovers his course 
and equilibrium after barely getting his car out of a 
tight spot caused by the unpredicted antics of another 
driver. What this irate motorist almost never realizes 
is that the other driver doubtless is muttering the 
same question. 
The automobile driver, described in general, has 
the terrible fault of expecting others to drive as he 
drives. He thinks that the “rules of the road” mean 
to others the same things they mean to him. But 
consider people outside of their automobiles, walking 
along a fairly busy street: Some walk slowly, some 
fast; some proceed in a straight, business-like line, 
others casually from shop to shop; some chatter 
amiably with companions, others go silently, intent 
on their surroundings. There are endless other devia­ 
tions in the way people walk along a city street. 
When these people drive cars, they also drive by 
different habits. Some want to go fast, some slow; 
some want to see what they pass, others only to get 
from one place of another; some make shrewd calcu­ 
lations of their chances and slide swiftly from one 
opening to another, while others are content to have 
their pace slowed for many miles rather than attempt 
a hurried pass. Different people have different ideas 
about how a car ought to be driven. This is the 
thing that so many drivers fail to take into consider­ 
ation; they^try to figure out w’hat the other fellow 
is going to do on the basis of what they would do. 
All too often this reasoning is wrong, and the result 
is a tight spot, perhaps an accident. 
The next time you find yourself chafing at the 
behavior of another driver, pause long enough to 
remember that his way to drive may be different from 
yours, yet possibly just as good. This may improve 
your prospect for a ripe old age.

Mao T.^e-Tung. now the 
communist ruler of China, spent a 
long time studying in Moscow, and 
they will follow in his footstep.-. 
Twenty years ago 
the 
Russians 
planned their domination of China 
by setting up a special university of 
the Par East. The monthly trek of 
Chinese students across the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad shows Moscow is 
still looking far into the future. 
In contrast, the U.S.A. used to 
bring possibly 1.200 Chinese students 
to this country a year, against what 
the 
Russians 
are 
bringing 
per 
month. Some of our Boxer-Rebel- 
lion-educated Chinese went back to 
help run China, but for about ten 
years almost no Chinese students 
have come here. When they do come 
they are heckled and hounded with 
red tape, including a bond which 
says they are undesirable yellowmen 
who promise not to remain in the 
U. S. A. 
"CONTRAST NO. 2 - The Russians 
recently invited the publisher of 
three Indo-Chinese newspapers to 
Moscow, where they gave him a 
special parade of the Red Army, let 
him interview Stalin, gave him the 
caviar-vodka-ballet treatment, and 
sent him back after having spent 
perhaps $50,000 on his entertain­ 
ment. 
His 
newspapers 
promptly 
came out for Russia. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
Washington we 
entertain such important Oriental 
visitors as the Mayor of Tokyo and 
members of the Japanese Parlia­ 
ment at cheaper hotels near the 
Union Station, where we allow only 
$10 a day to cover all meals, hotel 
room and everything else—all be­ 
cause a niggardly Congress has cut 
‘ the exchange of persons” budget 
to the bone. 
These distinguished visitors are 
told that President Truman is too 
busy to see them, though Stalin 
takes time to see leading Orientals. 
However, many state and city offi­ 
cials—with the notable exception of 
Boston—have done their best to be 
hospitable, while federal officials 
have done as much as they could 
within their penny-pinched budget.

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Verdict On The Eleven 
Cuts Through Phraseology 


* ^°kodv doubts.” said U. S. Judge Learned Hand, 
‘hat when the leader of a mob already ripe for riot 
Rives the word to start, his utterance is not protected 
by the (First or ‘free speech’) amendment.” 


This verdict, the unanimous opinion of three 
Court of Appeals judges, reaffirms the guilt for the 
eleven Communist Party members who had been 
arraigned for conspiracy to overthrow the government 
by force. The U. S. reds, having lost out twice, may 
now appeal their case to the Supreme Court. They 
are almost certain to do so. 


What the appellate court has done is cut through 
the murk of phraseology raised by attorneys for the 
communists during the course of the celebrated trial 
before Judge Harold R. Medina in New York last year. 
By every sort of harassment and devious line of 
action the attorneys tried to keep the court in disorder 
and tempt Judge Medina into committing a judicial 
error of some sort. Meanwhile they were hammering 
away at the line that the Smith Act—the law under 
which they were eventually convicted and .sentenced— 
was unconstitutional. 


.The lengths to which the defense went and the 
irrelevant arguments they brought into play were too 
numerous for repetition here. The appeals court has 
upheld Judge Medina and decided that (D the Smith 
Act is entirely valid, and <2> sufficient evidence was 
presented by the government attorneys to justify the 
verdict of guilt. 


To decide whether the actions of tile communist 
defendants came within or fell outside the zone of 
protection granted by the First Amendment, the judges 
made an exhaustive analysis of American court de­ 
cisions having to do with freedom of speech. In the 
eyes of the court “what these men taught and advo­ 
cated is outside the zone.” 
It is typical of the twisted morality of the com­ 
munist mind that the Daily Worker should dub this 
reasoned opinion a “war ruling.” How topsv turvv 
can thinking get? 


The Other Driver 
“Why doesn't he learn to drive?” At this very 
instant some motorist is probably muttering that 
question under his breath as he recovers his course 
and equilibrium after barely getting his car out of a 
tight spot caused by the unpredicted antics of another 
driver.

opening to another, while others are content to have 
their pace slowed for many miles rather than attempt 
a hurried pass.

This notwithstanding the 
fact that when the war started this country had 
only a corporal’s guard stationed in the republic and 
even now has infinitely fewer troops than the govern­ 
m ent at which the supposed attack is aimed. 
No 
aggressor in history has ever embarked on an adven­ 
ture under such unfavorable conditions. 
Another loudly proclaimed Soviet theory is to the 
effect that the United States seeks permanent posses­ 
sion of Korea for itself. That statement is even sillier 
than the other. To men of even limited intelligence it 
must be clear that there is nothing in Korea that this 
country wants or could use. To own it would be 
merely to acquire another headache and to complicate 
still further our international situation. 
It is useless to expect the Russians, in and out of 
the council, to end this defamation of the United 
States. But, because the world Is sick and tired of the 
tune they have been playing, one may at least suggest 
that they put on another record. 


Something Big Is Up 
The most remarkable thing about the whole World 
War II atomic energy project, in which the duPont 
Company had a leading part, was the awesome veil 
of security that cloaked the project until the very 
moment the bomb dropped on Hiroshima. 
The most remarkable thing about the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s announcement that duPont has 
accepted the assignment of building and operating 
new atomic energy facilities, is its utter frankness. 
Most observers interpret this to mean that duPont 
will undertake to develop processes and materials for 
the H-bomt) in the same way it did the A-bomb. There 
seem to be valid reasons for thinking along these 
lines. It seems obvious that something big is up. 
There is no question that the project is “of vital 
importance to the security of the United States.” While 
Soviet progress in the field of atomic energy has been 
the subject of much guesswork, the probability is 
that the U. S. still holds a lead of sorts. Tl\e U. S. 
m ust not only hold it, but increase it. That, evidently, 
Is the task the duPont Company finds cut out for it.

o s q u i t o e s and gnat* in­ 
ject an irritating fluid u n ­ 
der the skin just prior to 
sucking the blood It us be­ 
lieved that the swelling and itching 
th a t follow are due to allergy to 
this 
.substance. 
Individuals 
who 
claim to be immune to insect bites 
probably are not sensitive and are 
unaw are of being molested because 
a reaction does not occur. 
Bees and wasps cause even more 
severe symptoms. Occasionally the 
effect is alarm ing, especially when 
it occurs in the aged. The same can 
be said when a bee stings a person 
who 
is 
highly 
sensitive 
to 
the 
venom. In the last few years several 
lives have been saved by recognizing 
the allergic aspect and treating the 
condition accordingly.. Adrenalin Is 
still 
used 
when 
quick 
action 
is 
needed but for mild bites applica­ 
tion of a salve containing one of the 
anti-histam inics is sufficient. This 
controls itching and shortly th ere­ 
after swelling subsides. The sting of 
a bee or wasp on the front of the 
eye also causes serious damage. This 
produces a violent inflam m ation but 
if the stinger is removed prom pt 
recovery usually takes place. O ther­ 
wise redness and swelling of the 
eye becomes more severe and occa­ 
sionally produces scarring. 


Ant. caterpillar, beetle and spider 
bites are far from harmless. The 
black widow spider is the most no­ 
torious and has caused death in 
children. Adults usually survive but 
are definitely ill and excruciating 
pain is noted at the site of attack. 
These creatures are more prevalent 
in the south and are found gener­ 
ally in dark corners and closets. 
About IO or 15 m inutes after the nip 
a burning sensation develops over 
th e involved area th a t spreads grad­ 
ually throughout the whole body. 
This is associated with abdom inal 
pain and severe cram ps in the arm s, 
legs, and back. Most of the victims 
become weak. restless, and occasion­ 
ally 
hysterical 
from fear. 
Head­ 
ache nausea, and vomiting add to 
the discomfort. Symptoms gradually 
subside after the body neutralizes 
the poisonous venom. Iii the past 
very little could be done except to 
apply an ice bag. or to use drugs 
th a t ease 
pain or 
relax 
muscle 
spasm. Nowadays calcium gluconate 
is used and. according to some re­ 
ports. im m ediate relief was obtain­ 
ed after giving a IO per cent solu­ 
tion intravenously.

The scorpion is a threat only iii 
the dry clim ate of the southwest. 
Tliis anthropoid resembles a lobsier 
or crawfish and some varieties in ­ 
ject a lethal venom when molested 
or surprised. 
An effective rabbit 
anti-scorpion serum is available but 
it Is so difficult to make th at it is 
rarely used. In Arizona m ast physi­ 
cians rely upon ice bags and tourni­ 
quets to hold the venom in the bit­ 
ten area. The tourniquet, for ex­ 
ample, is removed after five m inutes 
but the hand or foot is kept in ice 
w ater for two hours. Sedatives in­ 
duce relaxation and prevent con­ 
vulsions but should be adm inistered 
prom ptly to be effective.

CONTRAST NO. I 
Between 1.200 
to 2.000 Chinese students are going 
to Moscow every m onth to become 
indoctrinated in the ways of the 
Soviet. 
Mao Tse-Tung. 
now 
the 
com m unist ruler of China, spent a 
long tim e studying in Mascow, and 
they will follow 
in Ilks footstep.. 
Twenty 
years 
ago 
the 
Russians 
planned their dom ination of China 
by setting up a special university of 
the F ar East. The m onthly trek of 
Chinese students across the T ran - 
Siberian Railroad shows Moscow is 
still looking far into the future. 
In contrast, the U.S.A. u.scd to 
bring possibly 1.200 Ctunese students 
to this country a year, against w hat 
the 
Russians 
are 
bringing 
per 
m onth. Some of our Boxer-Rebel­ 
lion-educated Chinese went back to 
help run China, but for about ten 
years alm ost no Chinese students 
have come here. W hen they do come 
they are heckled and hounded w ith 
red tape, including a bond which 
says they are undesirable yellowmen 
who promise not to rem ain in the 
U. S. A. 
“ CONTRAST NO. 2 The Russians 
recently invited 
the publisher of 
three Indo-Chinese newspapers to 
Moscow, where they gave turn a 
special parade of the Red Army, let 
him interview Stalin, gave him the 
caviar-vodka-ballet treatm ent, and 
sent him back after having spent 
perhaps $50,000 on his entertain­ 
m ent. 
His 
newspapers 
promptly 
came out for Russia. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
W ashington 
we 
entertain such im portant O riental 
visitors as the Mayor of Tokyo and 
members of the Japanese P arlia­ 
m ent a t cheaper hotels near the 
Union Station, where we allow only 
$10 a day to cover all meals, hotel 
room and everything else—all be­ 
cause a niggardly Congress has cut 
“the exchange of persons'' budget 
to the bone. 
These distinguished visitors are 
told th at President T rum an is too 
busy to see them , though Stalin 
takes time to see leading O rientals. 
However, m any state and city offi- 
cials—with the notable exception of 
Boston—have done their best to be 
hospitable, 
while 
federal 
officials 
have done as much as they could 
within their penny-pinched budget. 
CONTRAST NO. 3 — In Latin 
America 
the 
president 
who 
is 
friendliest to the United States was 
educated 
a t 
the 
University 
of 
M aryland and the University of 
California. He is President Galo 
Plaza of Ecuador, who also runs one 
of 
the steadiest governm ents in 
Latin America. 
In A rgentina the Navy and Air 
Force are vigorously pro-Am erican. 
Reason: T heir com m anding officers 
trained as cadets in the U.S.A. The 
Argentine Army was partly trained 
by G erm ans and is anti-A m erican. 
In Brazil, the Navy is also strong 
for Hie United States because its 
officers 
went 
to 
Ann polis. 
The 
Brazilian Army, trained by Euro­ 
peans. did not rush to join the 
United 
States 
im mediately 
after 
Pearl Harbor. 
Congress perm its only a handful 
of Latino Americans to get a free 
education in the United States, but 
m any come here at their own ex­ 
pense anyway. 
CONTRAST NO. I 
On July 13, 
the State D epartm ent’s appropria­ 


tion for “exchange of persons” and 
other propaganda came up for de­ 
bate, and a m ajority of the Senate 
voted to cut $2,300,000 off a budget 
already scaled to the bom1. Those 
who 
fought 
for 
people-to-people 
friendship were Fulbright of A rk­ 
ansas and Lehm an of New York. 
Those who led the fight against it 
were M cKellar of Tennessee, Mc- 
C arran of Nevada, and Saltom tali 
of Mass., w ith such senators as 
Byrd of Virginia, George of Georgia, 
T aft of Ohio. M cCarthy of W iscon­ 
sin. and Brewster of M aine sup­ 
porting them . 
Meanwhile, a printer from Akron, 
Ohio. Fred W. Danner, walked into 
the State D epartm ent and offered 
to com pensate for the niggardliness 
of Congress by printing »1.000.000 
colored booklets telling the story of 
America, free. His offer was ac­ 
cepted. 
Moral Mobilization 
Tile above pertains only to ch an ­ 
nels for telling the story’ of America 
to foreign countries. It does not 
pertain 
to 
telling 
the 
story 
of 
America to Americans—which also 
is necessary. 
For when we exhibit strong, m oral 
leadership a t home, such leadership 
spills over to other countries and 
gives us world leadership, too. 
And I should like to suggest, as 
I quit writing and leave for my 
vacation, th a t w hat the world needs 
today—and w hat we need—is hope. 
We live too m uch in an age of fear. 
We 
worry 
constantly. We 
worry 
about w hat happens after we reach 
the 38th Parallel in Korea, w hat 
happens after the K orean war i;> 
ended? We worry about arm ing to 
the teeth, taxing ourselves to the 
bone, living in a world where the 
atomic bomb may be dropped a t 
any moment. 
These are justifiable worries. They 
cannot be dispelled by a pollyanna 
policy or the cove system. The only 
way to dispel them , it seems to me. 


is by both m oral mobilization and 
total mobilization. 
The 
far-sighted 
Senator 
from 
Connecticut, Brien McMahon, saw 
this some time ago when he pro­ 
posed th a t we take the lead in de­ 
m anding world disarm am ent. This 
is something which not only ne­ 
gates Moscow’s cry tliat we are 
warmongers, but more than any­ 
thing else. it gives the world hope. 
Ultim atum To Moscow 
The time is soon approaching, 
when. with both total mobilization 
and m oral mobilization, we should 
notify Moscow th a t we are ready 
for any eventualities, and th a t we 
dem and two things: 
1. T otal disarm am ent. 
2. Normal interchange of peoples, 
books, new spapers; religious wor- 
.Hup. and the end of the iron cu r­ 
tain. 
In brief, the time has come to 
notify Moscow th at when a heavily 
arm ed nation holds itself aloof from 
the world, refusing to let its people 
know 
the peaceful hopes of the 
world, constantly preparing them 
for w ar—then such unsocial attitude 
constitutes w ar—and we give them 
the alternative of changing their 
policy or dropping the bomb. 
No city or com m unity 
in 
the 
W estern World would perm it an 
arm ed citizen to build up an arsenal 
and constantly terrorize his neigh­ 
bors. He would be locked up. 
In this modern day, nations h a \e 
become like people, and m ust be 
dealt w ith accordingly. 
T h at is why dollars today are not 
as im portant as ideas. T h at is why 
arm ed mobilization m ust be accom­ 
panied by m oral mobilization, and 
m ost im portant of all why we can­ 
not influence the w’orld—or our­ 
selves — w ithout giving m ankind 
hope.

Groaning In Washington 
Due To Inflation Threat

, RECEDING the K orean crisis, 
} the operation of the American 
economy 
was

• fiuenced, 
indeed . one 
could 
say it was largely determ ined by 
the Adm inistration a t W ashington. 
C entral In the A dm inistration con­ 
cept of the country’s economy was 
increase of the national income, 
m eaning the aggregate income of 
all the people. President • Trum an, 
in public statem ents and messages 
to Congress, dwelt exultantly upon 
an increase of some $100,000,000,000 
in the annual national income th at 
had taken place during the past 
ten yjars. Then in a speech at P en­ 
dleton, Ore., last May, he projected 
the increase into the future. He said 
th a t the “goal” was to add another 
increase of $100,000,000,000 in the 
next ten years. T h at was the Ad­ 
m inistration's economic plan a t the 
tim e the K orean crisis intervened. 
“Increase in the national income” 
is an alluring phrase and, if un­ 
derstood, a justified one. But ac­ 
curate 
understanding 
should 
see 
th a t the increase can come about in 
two ways. One is increase of real 
income, of true w ealth—th a t is, in ­ 
crease in 
the quantity of goods 
produced and available to the people 
to make use of. The other is, in­ 
crease taking place through m ark­ 
ing up of figures. The two ways 
overlap and interm ingle, but need 
to be examined separately. 
Real increase of national income, 
actual increase of goods, goes on a t 
all times. It is brought about by 
new inventions and improved pro­ 
cesses iii industry. An example is 


WASHINGTON, Aug 
8.—If the 
American people could somehow be 
assured, for ^instance, th a t there 
would be no more fighting after 
Korea is pacified and th a t the m ain 
purpose of m obilization now is to 
prevent a large-scale war, there is 
no sacrifice of time or convenience 
or dollars th at would not be enthus­

Such 
assurance 
can’t be given, but w hat Lr the plan 
lf large-scale war doesn’t break out 
for years? 
Tile big problem now for President 
Trum an and his advisers is home- 
front morale. Young men who did 
their bit and more in World W ar II 
are being asked to give up their jobs 
and detach themselves from their 
families—an d m any of these men 
now have responsibilities th e y 'did 
not have when they went to war 
before. 
A long-range program of assur­ 
ance th a t the reserves now being 
called up will be replaced in a year 
or thereabouts is absolutely essen­ 
tial, The reserves being called now 
for the Army, the Navy, the M a­ 
rines, and the Air Force will go 
away to service with more enthus­ 
iasm and m uch less anxiety if they 
can be told th a t there is a plan to 
replace them and let them go back 
to w o rk -in the event th at large- 
scale war doesn’t break out in a 
year. 
Military Training Proposed 
lf Russia doesn't make another 
move like th a t in Korea and holds 
off further aggression, then it would 
not be fair to keep those American 
reservists in uniform doing police 
duty in various parts of the globe. 
W hat is clearly indicated is the 
need for a system of universal m ili­ 
tary training to be authorized at 
once and a wider and wider appli­ 
cation of the d raft, together with 
more and m ore officers’ training 
camps. Such a plan should be or­ 
ganized now so as to give some 
degree of assurance to the reserv­ 
ists th a t they will not rem ain in 
uniform indefinitely during a period 
of several years of tension in which 
hostilities do not occur 
Every day th a t passes seems to 
prove th a t the present period Is u n ­ 
like any other in the past. For while 
there Is a readiness to m eet sudden 
war. there Is also the possibility 
th a t no large-scale war m ay break 
out at all Preparation for either 
contingency m ust be the sam e so 
as to prevent War. 
The assum ption in the K orean 
affair has been th a t Russia wanted 
to test out America’s determ ination 
to resist. 
If this is so. then the 
young men who have died and chase 
who are m aking heroic sacrifices 
every day in Korea are performing 
a service for the rest of the Amer­ 
ican people which has not yet been 
pomtedly explained or fully appre- 


increase of farm crops—th a t is. of 
food—brought about by advances in 
farm ing. These include breeding of 
better stock, more scientific use of 
fertilizers, 
development of 
better 
seeds, and substitution of m echan­ 
ical pow’er for horsepower. Corres­ 
ponding increases in real national 
income have come about through 
improvements in practically all in ­ 
dustries. 
Statistical Increase 
The sum of these increases in 
the production of goods account for 
a large part of the $100,000,000,000 
increase in annual national income 
that has taken place during the 
past ten years. But much of the 
$100,000,000,000 increase has come 
about in a different way. 
The other way of increasing n a ­ 
tional income takes place not in the 
world of work and production, but 
iii the world of statistics; it is a 
m arking up of figures. This has 
gone on in a large way during the 
past ten years, especially during the 
past five. Beginning in early 1946 
there have been four rounds of in­ 
creases in wage rates. These have 
not been increases in quantity of 
goods produced. Along with the in ­ 
creases in wage rates have gone in­ 
creases in prices of goods, which of 
course were not increases in the 
production of goods. 
These statistical increases in the 
national income have been m uch 
relied upon by the Adm inistration, 
and have been promoted by it. Be­ 
ginning in 1945 President T rum an 
formally advocated raises in wage 
rates. The raise iii wage rales re- 


elated. Those soldiers In K orea who 
wonder why they are there should 
be told th a t they are preventing a 
large-scale war—th a t they are giv­ 
ing an example of Am erican re . - 
ance w hfth may prevent 
fu rth er 
aggression altogether 
To support the m orale of m en w ho 
are now In Korea and those In Tie 
United State? who are donning u n i­ 
forms, the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air, together with th e 
Secretary of Defense, should be able 
soon to annoince th a t a system of 
replacem ents is 
planned. 
If 
the 
money Isn t .pacifically authorized 
for this as yr.. Congress should be 
apprised of it so th a t plans can be 
laid Im m ediatey to bring back after 
a few m onths i t a year the veterans 
who have just •esponded to the call. 
Could /%sure Victory 
W hat are th* chances of large- 
scale war? T h i; question cannot be 
answered by aiyone, but a larger 
mobilization of trained m en can 
prove valuable in the event th a t 
war does break out. 
Then, inci­ 
dentally, Amenia would have th e 
newly trained moi plus the first line 
of reserves and this could m ean a 
force big enough to assure victory. 
T here’s one pece of news in this 
connection th a t hasn’t been printed 
yet which may or m ay not be a 
straw in the wird. For several days 
now’, Russian sibm arm es have ap ­ 
peared in Korea! waters. They have 
been engaged in patrolling and get­ 
ting inform ation 
They have not 
m ade a single msheuver of hostility. 
Instructions to o r ships and planes 
a t sea are to shiot or drop bombs 
only if a submirine gets itself in 
a position close enough to fire a 
torpedo. The irare fact th a t the 
Russian subs hail refrained is proof 
th a t the Soviets do not intend to 
extend the area <1 hostilities and in ­ 
volve their own forces — at lea 
th a ts the presell picture. 
But it 
is an encouragin one nevertheie . 
for if the Soviet had intended *o 
sta rt a war. the} have had plenty 
of chance to do » these last ten 
days by firing t a m a subm arine 
behind a N orth Korean flag. 
There are othe evidences th a t 
Moscow may inter! to harass the 
W estern allies but K to start large- 
scale war. The polio of America and 
her associates is touobilize in the 
hope th a t the stepslaken now will 
prevent war. Hence lose who s e r e 
in uniform today ah those behind 
them on the home fm t are playing 
a vital part, the lmpo-ance of which 
they do not perhai yet realize 
themselves. More shold be said by 
the government aboil th e im m ense 
contribution to peace ring m ade by 
our arm ed forces toda even though 
they are operating ii a relatively 
small area

The Press and the Courts 
T 


h e PRESS has come in for iu> 
share of criticism 
in 
recent 
years, principally by those who 
would in some m anner lim it its 
freedoms in the interests of a p ar­ 
ticular group. 
Recently, Judge Simon H. R if- 
kind of New York has come up w ith 
w hat those who apparently prefer 
star cham ber proceedings call “trial 
by newspaper.” The particular a n ­ 
noyance of m ost of these critics is 
th a t the newspapers in New York 
gave such widespread publicity to 
th e first Hiss trial th a t what, a y 
the beginning, looked like a typical 
'W ashington push-over, led to an 
actual conviction in the second H iss' 
trial. The judges did not like the 
rough handling the court got from 
reporters, some of whom have had 
longer and more profound exper­ 
ience in the courts th an some of 
the judges. 
Held out by Judge Rifkind and 
others is the system in vogue in 
England where a case may not be 
discussed while it is on trial. 


Granted 
that 
the 
british 
standard of judicial perform­ 
ance is high, British judges are 
all 
appointed 
practically 
for 
life. They do not have to go to 
politicians for the favor of a 
nomination or a renomination. 
They do not have to contribute 
to party funds in their own 
name or that of their fathers­ 
in law . Even federal judges, who 
in this country are also appoint­ 
ed for a tenure of good b e t u ­ 
tor, usually have to have the 
endorsement 
or friendship of 
some party boss or great fig­ 
ure. A few outstanding person­ 
alities can by-pass the 
poli­ 
tician, but they are very few. 


W hat keeps some judges — too 
m any of them — in line is fear of 
the press. U nfortunately, in large 
cities, the courts cannot be ade­ 
quately covered; they are too num - 


suited in increased costs of pro­ 
ducing m anufactured goods, usually 
and naturally followed by increased 
prices of such goods. These in­ 
creased 
prices 
of 
m anufactured 
goods were used by the A dm inistra­ 
tion as justification for raising Hie 
official prices a t which it supported 
farm crops. The theory, and the 
price support statute, was to the 
effect th a t prices paid to farm ers 
for their crops m ust go up iif pro­ 
portion to increases in the prices 
farm ers had to pay for m anufac- 
tur*d goods. 
Out The Window 
The two statistical increases in 
national income composed a spiral 
m echanism.

The} 
are no dependent upon judges bu 
upon their readers. T heir obligator 
is not to politicians but to the pub­ 
lic. 


A judge, or a lawyer, or a 
witness is just 
like 
anybody 
else. If he makes news, good or 
bad, he gets his name in the 
paper and sometimes a picture.* 
Maybe some of these rarified 
souls would prefer that news­ 
papers publish nothing but their 
obituary notices, carefully edit­ 
ed so that their grandchildren 
may refer to them with pride. 
Life is not like that. 


The best thing to do is to Ie 
the press alone. W hen the news 
papers anger public opinion, the:

Ukes have attempted to give the 
American public a wholly inaccurate 
picture oi the censorship involved 
and oi Gen. Douglas MacArthur* 
role in the Korean conflict. 
There is no censorship, in the tra­ 
ditional sense of the word, being 
invoked in this war. MacArthur has 
resisted even the efforts of conserva­ 
tive correspondents to establish a 
censorship rode. He has left censor­ 
ship to individual discretion, a con­ 
fidence that has been only briefly 
abused. 
It is not true that it was a myopic 
“guarantee” by MacArthur to Presi­ 
dent Trum an, concerning the abil­ 
ity of American forces to handle 
the Korean situation, which prompt­ 
ed the President to older U. S. 
troops flung into the battle as the 
vanguard of the first United Nations 
army. 


To repeat, that is an unadulter­ 
ated lie. The President made up his 
own mincf. presumably after con­ 
sulting 
his 
military 
advisers 
in 
Washington, and initiated the pres­ 
ent action. Orders then were sent 
to MacArthur who, if he was taken 
by surprise by the stand we had 
taken, instantly and wholeheartedly 
endorsed the President’s action. 
MacArthur had no authority over 
Korea until it was invested in him 
by the President. His authority as 
supreme commander for the Allied 
powers in Japan, and commander- 
in-chief of ins country’s Far Eastern 
command, extended only over Japan, 
Okinawa. Saipan. Guam, and to 
some extent the Philippines. 
The fall of China’s millions and 
the fermentation of trouble in Korea 
affected his deep personal concern 
but he was neither legally nor m a­ 
terialistically empowered to act to 
stay these enveloping forces. For­ 
mosa was. none of his official bus­ 
iness. Yet we now see him harpoon­ 
ed at home—by jerks who either 
dislike hun personally or are bereft 
of conscience and character—for 
having failed to stem communist 
advances to a continent over which 
he had no more real influence than 
Shirley Temple. 
The General’s only orders con­ 
cerning Korea railed for him to 
evacuate civilians from that part of 
the country lying below the 38th 
parallel in event of emergency. 


W ithin 48 hours after the Red 
Koreans 
i n v a d e d . 
MacArthur* 
planes had removed 2.000 Americans 
to Tokyo, It was every American 
who wished to leave. Not a minute

partment through U.S. Ambassador 
John Muccio. The commission was 
under no compulsion to present its 
findings to MacArthur and it did 
not do so. It was exclusively a State 
Department operation. It in no way 
affected M acArthur* theater of op­ 
erations. 
MacArthur moved two rifle com­ 
panies into Korea by air within 
hours after receiving his presiden­ 
tial orders. This was for the imme­ 
diate 
purpose 
of 
stiffening 
the 
morale of South Korean troops he 
did not train. He added additional 
troops quickly thereafter and the 
inevitable and grave holding ac­ 
tion began. There was never any 
question in his mind or the minds 
of other responsible military men 
that it would be a holding action at 
best. But without it South Korea 
would have fallen a month ago— 
and Russia would have been justi­ 
fiably emboldened to shirt similar 
disorders elsewhere in the world. 
MacArthur preceded the original 
airborne troops with ammunition 
supplies for the South Koreans and 
within three weeks after the out­ 
break of war he had three divisions 
in battle. Naval commanders of the 
area, 
never 
noted 
for 
excessive 
praise of MacArthur, swore openly 
that such a movement of men and 
m aterial would have taken three 
months in World War II. 
His predictions of eventual victory 
in Korea, which have caused criti­ 
cism at home because the box score 
indicates we are losing ground, are 
based—of course—on his knowledge 
th at more and greater forces will 
be committed as soon as his country 
can supply them. 
And th at courageous field com­ 
manders, who have ended for all 
time the legend that the brass never 
fights, will use them well. 
As for censorship. MacArthur is 
operating on the wholly unique pre 
mise that the American reading and 
listening public is mature enough 
to take the bitter with the sweet. 
The public is entitled to know 
the score and share the burden of 
lit, he believes. No commander of 
the discernible past ever evidenced 
such confidence in the free press. 
It is true that the Communist radio 
has made some use of the more 
sensational stories coming out of 
Korea, especially those quoting the 
bewilderment and understandable 
disgust of shocked green troops. 


But the Korean red radio is some­ 
thing less than all pervading, the 
General figures, and he is solidly of 
the opinion th at there are enough 
responsible war correspondents in 
Korea and Tokyo to handle military 
information with restraint, and keep 
from the enemy such information 
as will enhance his chances. 
The plain fact is that MacArthur 
has a shatter-proof confidence in 
American newspaper and radiomen 
on the scene, and an equal confi­ 
dence in their superiors at home. 
In answer to older correspondents 
who have asked for censorship rules 
as a guard against having to com­

MacArthur shrugs and says in ef­ 
fe c t that the matter will take care 
of itself as time goes on.
